Gentlemen of the Confederacy, as they 
were called, fearful of the conſequences 
oftheir Seditions and Mutinies, exaſpe- 
rated the people with ftrarge Letters, 
bearing Date Ar. 1615,which they diſco= 
vered ; threatning them and their Adhe- 
rents with extremities, intimating the 


mighty Sea and Land preparations ; 


which enflamed the Countrey into a ge- 
neral {edition and combuſtion, that pro- 
voked the Government to Rigour on 
theone hand, and incenſed the Populacy 
to. Tumults on the other: The chief Con- 


ipirators judge the humourſo high,that 


they might work upon it; and to that 
purpoſe order an Aſſembly amongſt 
' themſelves for che Government : An A(- 
fembly, I know not whether more redi- 
 eulous, as wherein ſome were attired jn 
Fryars Gray, others carried Foxestailes 
in their Kats , others carried Diſhes and 
£o00ds like Beggars, their ſervants crying 
God ſave the Eeggars: Or more dreadful, 
all being rude and unruly; which yet 


abe Princeſs invited civilly to Arſchor: 


and 
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and Duffel, the one 6 Leagues, the other 
3 from Antwerp; wherea daring Petition 
1s delivered tro theEarl of Egmont and 
other Grandees; who under pretence of 
afting for the Governeſs, betrayed her, 
infilting on the very ſame things in their 
H1rangues, that the Rabble did in their 
Petitions; yea and enrolling underhand 
formidable Levies, under pretence of 
their ſecurities about Villevoord, while 
Antwerp was ina Combuſtion, by the 
Fa&ion of Brederode; who raiſed Forces 
for the Liberty of the SubjeR, on the one 
hand , asthe Earls of Megen and A4reme 
bergh drew up Forces for the Kings Pre- 
rogative on the other : The Prince of 
Orange taking this opportunity to ſeize 
the Government of the Place, as Sediti- 
{ cus Preachers did to uſurp the Pulpits of 
it ; the Magiſtrates being jealous and di- 
{| ftruſtful of the Populacy , and the Popu- 
lacy of the Magiſtracy; and all afraid ef 
the 1200 newly levyed there. 

Which general diſtemper, being not a 
little improved, by the approaches of 
the Duke of Frunſwick's Army to the 
Borders; they refcue ſ.,me Priſoners in 
a Mutiny, and create ſuch fears and ow

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loufies tonching the Confederate Gen- 
tlemen (as they were termed,) chat they 
inhſtupon Aſſurance and Security:

the Sedicious keepin, and engage ſome 
of the Kings Forces; whom the Earl of 
Egmont ſent on purpoſe to widen the dif- 
ference to an irreconcilableneſs , to pro= 
voke them upon pretence of ſecret In» 
tructions, they ſaid were given to. the 
Kings Officers, to murther them at the 
League, and turn the Provinces to an ab» 
folute Monarchy, in two mot bitter. Let- 
ters of Franciſco de Allanas the Spaniſh 
Agent in the Court of France, to the La- 
dy Governeſs; direfing the cutting off 
of the Kings leaders of the Sedition ;

ratesany approach to her Court and at=- 
taching all Pafſes , Forts, ftrong Holds, 
while the Reformers ſpend: 6 Months 1 
Petitions, Remonſtrances , Replies, and 
Pcoteſtations, watching a fair opportu- 
nity to appear 3 (eſpecially agaivit the 
new Oath upon that occafion introdu»- 
ced) whica they h:d upon the Edit;

ſecmed to be broken ; the Lord of Brede- 
rode and his followers, being command- 
ed 5 miles out of Amſterdam, with a ſe- 
vere injunCion to behave himſelf there 
ſo, as-to give'the Governeſs or his Ma- 
jeſty nofurther cauſe of diſcontent; an 
injun&ion the Burgemaſters of Amſter- 
damtook {oill , that they gaarded their 
dear Lord by Hundreds , proteſted a-- 
 gainft the. preſent proceedings ; eſpeci- 
ally when the Pritce of Orange , with. 
a formidable retinue of Gentlemen, re- 
eyred in diſcontent ; firſt ro befiege his 
Town of Breaa., and then to his County 
of Naſſau, advertifing the confederate 
Gentlemen, to Prepare themſelves for 
fight or reſiſtance and. leaving this with 
the Earl of Egmoxt, who met him to take 
his leave at Willeorouke; viz : That ſeeing 
he would not reſolve with him and o» 
thers, to top the entry of the Duke. of 
Alva.mntathe Netherlands, as:it had been 

| pro- 
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propounded in their Aﬀembly at Drare* 
mo1d, he ſhould be the Bridge whereon 
the Spaniards would firſt march,to plant 
cheir Tiranny in theſe parts. 

With which words, Brederode , whoſe 
word was , God ſave myſoul and my Hoe 
your, with the other Tonfederates rety= 
red into forreign Parts, ſave that a Party 
made Head at Vianen two or three 
days ; where they, and all their Confe- 
derates were defeated , Antwerp , Amfter- 
dam, and all other places yeelding to 
Mansfield and his Ialloons, who Level- 
ted their Gates, and reduced them to 
an abſolute ſubje&ion to the King of 
Spain, and Ferdinando de Alvarez , Duke 
of Alva; not a Confederate q—_— 
but eicher in Priſon , on the Scaffold , or 
1m Beggars habit, truly Geux now: fo 
dreadful a thing it is ro meddle with 
them that aregiven to change, for ſud- 
dain is the ruine of them both.

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Countrey : The Gariſon at Valextianes 
mutiny againſt the Earl of Lodron,an Ita- 
lian; but being drawn out by fair words 
and pay, are cut off by two Regiments 
of Spaniſh Horſe, that ſurrounded them 
attheir Muſter in_ Beurgethout near Ant- 
Werp.

and at brvſſels, where neither Bakers,nor 
Brewers would either bake or brew upoR

places, upon the. Duke D* Alvae's ſucceſs 
at Mons, and his ſeverity in other places ; 
onely at Sea they did great miſchief, 
burning ſhips in Middleburgh, and moſt 
-other Havens, and' blocking up the Spa- 
'mſþ Power within their Land ; his Sea- 
Forces being ſo battered , that he-was 
Forcedtolie at Anchor before Antwerp 
amoft part ofthe year 1573 , and look on 
his undutiful Subje&s, Lording no leſs 
at Sea, than he himſelfatLand ; \ poiling 
-many paflages with ſunk Boats full of

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Stones 3 building ſtrong Holds npon the
